fi om a visit to tho stock yards, and it is the 
most wonderful thing I over saw 


Chicago is indeed proud of her hog lallers 


She has tho champion pig sticker of the 
world, a man of tho name of Murphy If 
you havo never seen Murphy at his work you 
havo missed one of tho soul sturing scenes 
with which cultured Chicago abounds 
He 


is not a big man, this pig klUoi, and he 
doesn't look so very wicked, but he is brave 
and bloody and his courage is always 
screwed to the sticking point 
Tho forms of 


tho northwest furnish him victims, thou- 
sands of men aro busily engaged bringing 
tho sacrifices to his slaughter, many thou- 
sands more caro for his ghastly slain. His 
keen kmfo is tho dividing line between agn- 
cultuio and commerce It sends dollars 
rolling in golden streams book to the farms, 
and statts ti am loads and ship loads of food 
on their way to the world's hungry 
I am going to write a letter about pig kill- 


ing 
It certainly is an honest and useful if 


not proud calling 
No man has done more 


to build up Chicago, or to bring prosperity

The Creamery Burnt to the Ground. 


The DecatTuUjreamary building at the 


corner ot North and Illinois streets, in 
the' fifth ward, caught fire in the root 
from the tine this forenoon, and the 
property was deetroyed. It WBB owned 
and operated by William J. Bills, who 
paid $2800 for it about a year ago. It 
was insured for $2,000 in the Farmers' 
Fire Ins. Co. of York, and the Boatman's 
Fire and Marine of Pittebnrg, Pa. The 
wind was blowing stifflj, and as the near- 
est water plug was choked up with mud

The Situation in Florida. 


The following is a letter received by 
. L. Crosthwait, this city 


ATLANTA, GA , August H, 1888 


DrAB LIMAN —I am tued and sleepy, but 


vill wute you a line to tell you that I am out ol 
Floi ida, and how I got out and why. I wrote 
-on the situation, I believe, up to Friday Well, 
Saturday things kept getting worse and moie 
bcnous Business houses were all closing up, 
the depot quit lecelving freight, because every- 
thing was quaiantined against us, and the level 
ud been decl.ued an epidemic on Friday. I 
btucktowoik all day Satin day, being all alone 
tiom Thmsday till Satmday night But Sunday 
mouilng Lptoie I got out of bed I began to "lig- 


and I "iiggeied" that I would take all the 


books and papcis, ,uid by having [all my mail 
.oiwaided heie and hunting up one of my icfu- 
Kee bookkeeper and getting him here, that I 
could do the business fiom heie just as well as 
;ioiii Jacksonville and a good deal safer, so I 
iventto the olllce feunday as soon as I got my 
oieaklast, and sent Mr. Goodwin a W-woid 
message, explaining the situation and suggest- 
ing leaving lieie I waited all day Monday, 
ncai ly, in the hottest kind of water. I did not 
wish to go without thcii consent and was told 
that lr I expected to get away at all that was my 
last chance, as they would doubtless let no ene 
licyond the quaiantlno lino after Monday 
I 


had may t'np packed and everything icady to 
.kip, but waited until 20 minutes to train time, 
no message coming I mounted our diay, which 
was waiting loi me, and by having thedaikey 
boy on the bed and with my punching the mule 
,vith mvumbiella, all the way to the depot, we 
nade it in giand style and clashed up with a 
iciifi, and I had about 16 minutes to spare. After 
I got thcie one of our waiehousemen dashed up 
on a mule (an <"ctia one wo have) and said there 
weie messages at the telegraph olllce for us; 
but thooperiitois were so busy undso shoitof 
liclp they would not phone them I dcwluid linn 
oil up town tci the telegiams, but gueis his 
mule Rot stuck in the sand, for I have not seen 
him since, and 0111 tiain do»h«!out without any 
telegiams with yours tiuly aboaid. 1 arrived 
here all light this morning, they locked us In 
tlio ears in going through Way Cioss and Ma- 
con, they being quarantined towns 
But At- 


lanta is inviting all Jacksonville folks to come, 
and opens wide hei doois to all—and I came. I 
fear, howevei, that she Is too open-hearted, and 
that she will get a touch of it 
If I had not got 


Anglo and the i hildicn off Thursday night, they 
would not have gotten into Chattanooga, as she 
quarantined against us Saturday, and that 
would have shut (hem out, but they got through 
all right, and I think we aie all safe now. I do 
not think we will get back there for three 01 
four months, at least am told so by those who 
have gone tluough the siege Angle and the 
clnldien will come here after they get through 
theii visit, and we wHi board until we go back, 
unless the> go on to Indiana or Illinois for a 
visit We left all our household goods lust as 
we were using them. Thousands have left Jack- 
sonville, and hundreds are camping out in the 
woods. There aie so far 25 rases and four 
deaths, and no one who knows of such things 
has any idea they will check 11. They are burn- 
ing houses and doing everything, but poor Jack- 
sonville and Florida are doomed for five or ten 
years. Eight months to-day since I arrived In 
Jacksonville Love to all. Your brother,

While the ministers of the several 


churches in the conference read their re- 
ports Rev. J. B. Dawson, ot Bloomington, 
occupied the chair. Considerable time 
was token up in hearing the reports, 
which were quite encouraging as to the 
material and spiritual development of 
the congregations. 


Rev. J. M. Muse, from the Baptis 


church, Rev. J. W. Pope, Baptist, Bev. 
W. G. MoKinney, Protestant Methodist, 
James Sides, James Randall, W. H. Cole, 
John Collins, Edward Green and Marion 
Sides were recommended for admission 
as preachers on trial. They will go be- 
fore the committee on admission.

C. Cooper, was readmitted as member of 
the conference.

conference. The bar of the conference 
was fixed to include the three seats from 
the chancel across the church. The 
hours of the session were designated 
from 9 a, m. to 12 m. 


The Bishop announced that Elders S. 


A. Hardison and 0. H. Sheen were trans- 
ferred from the Iowa conference to the 
Illinois conference and ordered their 
names to be enrolled. 


Bev. C. S. Jacobs and O. W. Newton, 


of the Iowa conference; J. W. Mews, of 
the Baptist church, of Jacksonville; W, 
G. MoKmley, of the New York confer- 
ence; and S. A. Hardison and 0. H. 
Sheen, transfers from the Iowa confer- 
ence, were introduced and received with 
the usual courtesies. 


During yesterday afternoon Bev. E. P. 


Moore, of Champaign, had the honor of 
delivering the annual sermon, which was 
heard by the Bishop and a large audi- 
ence. Rev. Moore selected for his text 
the 16th verse ot the 4th chapter of 
Romans. 


Bisop Brown administered the Holy 


Sacrament to ninety-six persons. In the 
evening Rev. TJ, J. Phillips, of Belleville, 
delivered the educational sermon. His 
text was Job 82:8. 


A GOOD BEPOBT. 


Dr. C. S. Smith, secretary of the Sun- 
day school department, on account of his 
ill health, asked permission to make his 
report and be excused, so as to return to 
the sea coast to recuperate. The request 
was granted. He gave a glowing report 
of the Sunday school department, stating 
that in the past few months the returns 
of finance exceeded all that had been 
received previous to that time during the 
quadrennial. In the Sunday school de- 
partment there are 200,000 pupils. The 
money raised from all sources during the 
past quadrennial amounted to 836,000. 
From Sabbath schools alone 815,000 was 
received, and profits on the business 
amounted to $21,000.

with brushes. The ondsof the blades are 
turned inward the sixteenth of an Inch, form- 
ing scrapers. One end of the axle of each 
wheel is sot in a mitered or movable bearing 
and balanced with weights. Through this 
narrow avenue of revolving scrapers the 
body is quickly drawn, emerging with most 
oC the hair removed from the hide. 
The 


movable bearings and flexibility of the blades 
ronrtur tho apparatus self adjustable to ani- 
mals of nil sizes and varying shapes. The 
lean pig is well scraped, and the skin of the 
prize porkor is not bruised or scratched. The 
mechanical scraper will do tho work of moro 
than 100 men, and turn the carcasses out 
whiter and moro uniform In color than tho 
best hand scraping. Of course, there are 
parts which the machine cannot roach, 
and from which the hair has not been re- 
moved. Those spots are attended to by a 
gang of men who take charge of the body 
as soon as tho machine has finished with it; 
Bach workman has a certain section of the 
carcass allotted him, and he attends to thia 
and nothing more. Ho then posses the hulk 
along to his neighbor, and in a twinkling the 
pig which wo a moment ago saw squealing 
in tho pen with the chain about his leg slides 
out o£ tho hands of his post mortem dressers 
clean of hair from hpnd to foot and neat and 
white enough to hang in front of u.bqtcbertl 
Buoy and toinpt tho appetite of pauuers by. 


What noit? Tho headsman, At the end 


of 
tho dressing table

If he did not he could not 
hold the honorable position of executioner 
in chief to his excellency Phil Armour, the 
princo of pork.
